indebtedness with stock he ownsd, but 
which has sl-ce depreciated, that tbe 
Smith exhaust pipe invention he held 
was alone worth $200,000 and that he 
had made a proposition to the bank re- 
cently to pay all his indebtedness. He 
denied that he had ever lived extrava- 
gantly or beyond his income and that he 
bad evei speculated in stocks on "mar- 
gins." He said that at one time before 
the failure of tbe bank he was worth 
nearly $140,000. 


Under the examination of his counsel 


he appeared to be frank, confident and 
convincing. 
When 
cross-examined he 


could not tell why certain checks never 
appeared on the books of the bank and 
frequently gave evasive answers.

BIG WORK AT 


MORR1SVILLE 


P. R. R. Building Created; Yards 


Known in the Country. 


MORE SHOPS, MAYBE 


Plan to Build Parlor, Dining and Sleep- 


ing Cars—Work Nearly Done 


on the Great Track 


Yards. 


Work at the Morrisville yards, which 


has bean couduoted on a mamouth scale 
for the past year by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company, is nearing compla 
tion. Tlie yards, when finished, will be 
the largest in this Section of the country, 
covering an aiea of sufficient extent to 
accommodate one hundred steel tracks. 


The preliminary negotiations for the 


extensive undertaking consisted in the 
purchase of a large number of farms and 
the subsequent building of a new road to 
Fallsington. A tunuel was placed under 
the tracks in order to provide a roadway 
for wagons to the Newbold (arm and 
others in that vicinity. 


Soon after the contracting ttrmof John 


Dyer & Company took charge of the oper- 
ations and since then several hcnclred 
men have booD working night and day 
rushing the job with all possible speed, 


Five steam shovels have been employed 


and a dozen or more dinkey engines have 
htiuled tool upon tons of earth over a net 
«nrk of temporary rails. 
The laborers 


employed in the construction work are 
mostly Italians, and they live in shanties, 
each one large enough to house comfort- 
ably from CO to 75 men. 


In addition to this gigantic grading 


operation scores of men have been em- 
ployed under competent; bosses m the 
election of a big round-bouse, 
coal 


shutes and other buildings required for 
the housing and equipping of the trains 
that will be quartered and made up in 
the yards. 


The coal slmfces are nearly completed 


and will soon be ready for use. They 
are in a building about 1,000 feet long 
and 40 feet high. Along side of the 
shutes are big ash pits so that engines 
may be cleaned as well as coaled with dis- 
patch. Water for the boilers will be sup 
plied by the Morrisville Water Depart- 
ment. 


The roundhouse is one of the most com- 


plete in thia section, but not the largest. 
It accommodates twelve engines. A mod- 
ern turn-table has been built in front of 
tho roundhouse. 


Au unusual feature of the yards is that 


it ia built on a grade so that oars may be 
drilled into it by gravity. 


The supply hoo«e is anotbar big brick 


structure, just beyond the roundhouse, 
wheie all the supplies for tho yard will 
be kopt. The oil house is a separate 
fireproof building, far 
enough removed 


from the other buildings to insure safe- 
ty if a, blaze should occur. 


EAILE.OADERS TO MOVE. 


Ths shilling of the railroad yards 


from Trenton to Moirisville has result- 
ed in a big boom in Morrisville real 
estate. The demand for houses in Mor- 
rioville is greatly in excess of the supply, 
it being necessary for many railroaders to 
live near the yards, a number of the men 
will have to move their families from 
Trenton 


Morrisville capitalists are preparing to 


erect a number of new bouses. 
Most of 


the men employed in the yards at pres- 
ent are living in Trenton and 
every 


merning a train load of employes is 
taken to Morrisville. 


Tho employes waot the company to 


build houses in Morrisville so that they 
may go to and from 
their work with- 


out the necessity of a long ride. Many 
of the men are called at all hours of the 
day and night to take out trains. 
The 


time lost by the men in getting to and 
from Trenton is proving very costly to 
the railroad company. 


The company is expected to erect a 


lot of houses soon. 


MOKE SHOPS MAJBE. 


It has been reported that the Pennsyl- 


vania R nil road Company 
will do away 


with Pullman cars on its lines and sup- 
plant them with similar cars which it 
will build either in the Morrisville or the 
Trenton yard. 


A railroader, who asked that his name 


not be made public, recently said: "The 
Pennsylvania has contemplated the build- 
ing of its own parlor, dining and sleep- 
ing cars for some time. 


"The question that has bothered the 


railroad officials the most has been just 
where to build the shops for such work. 
Altoona was first talked of, but upon in- 
vestigation the railroad men decided to 
come further east. The Uorrisville and 
Trenton yards were looked into and it 
is said that either of the two places 
will be agreed upon. 


"I understand that the plans for the 


car shopq are all completed and it will 
not take long for the erection of such 
shops when the company decides upon 
the place. 


"The Trenton shops will have all the 


work they can handle and some of the 
railroad chiefs are favorably 
inclined 


towards Morrisville for the new depart- 
ment. 


The railroad men in charge of the lo- 


cal work are very reticent about the 
future plans of the company and will 
only intimate that "there is no telling 
just what the railroad company will do 
before they stop." 


The establishing of the special 
car 


shops In the New York Division would be 
for the purpose of securing repair 
and 


newwoik more quickly than would be pos- 
sible in western Penneyvliania, especial- 
ly for the seashore and New Tork 
traffic.

Later, however, 
ie changed hi-t mind and wanted tbe 
child put awa;. Mr. Hetherington, be- 
,ng no longer in the town, Olosson went 
;o Dr. Woodman, wbo wrotfl a number of 
etters for him, 


Closson, however, refused to pay tbe 


money required for the boy's admittance. 
3e then wanted a commission appointed 
to have the cbi Id put in an insane ass- 
am but wbeti the doctor advised him 
that be would nave to pay the cost of tbe 
commission an i also told him that be did 
not believe thst the boy was insane, this 
matter was also dropped.

"Cold Facts" Concerning the 


Engineers' Report. 


; Editor Gazette:—Ton have invited com- 
munications on ths subject of the report 
ot two engineers lately employed by thfl 
borough. If you could get the -views of 
mechanics who are familiar with the sub- 
ject matter of tlie report the writer does 
not think th*y would be very favorable. 
The statement that "Otter creek yield* 
an abundant supply" showi the cursory 
nature of the examination. Had they 
followed it the few bnndred fret of its 
extent to its source they would bare found 
chut the supply-comes from a bieak in 
the mill dam, allowing this liquid mias- 
ma to escape to the river, and that t*b«n 
a new cap lug ia placed on the dam there 
will be no w-iter in the creek nxcept dur- 
ing a freshet. Tbe town ln.s been anxioni 
for yearn to gel rid of tint oltea stagnant 
pond, and now we are tuld that it can be 
utilize! for driol lag purposes. 


That driven wells are nut available in 


this section was kno*n to every one con- 
nected with the wu'er supply, and to 
some of our mill owners, 
before the 


abortive attempt wae made at the Lan- 
dretli place. 
The Cold Springs proposi- 


tion is BO nntenable that it is DO wondar 
it was disposed of speedily. 
They there- 


fore recommend that the supply be drawn 
from mid-chanoel at a point about 700 
feet above Adams Hollow Greek. Tliis 
recommendation stnws thiU they have 
made no examination whatever as to 
this source of supply other than loan- 
ing at the surface of the river. It is an 
easy matter to erect buildings and pumps 
and to lay mains from the taxpayers'mon- 
ey, but those taxpayers will demand that

I now 
propose to give you fair treatment and a

so doing, or else a few people would quick- 
y absorb all my etoci on hand and the 
quart«v-tbe half and the. one ton men 
would got nothing. Yes, I think there 


ll bo a strike; but the situation is very 


different from the last striae of 
1902. 


The country is prepared for it; 
the 


people have very little to fear. I do 
not predict higher prices. Coal is al- 
ready high. You are now seven or eight 
months ahead of tbe real necessity of 
stocking your bins for next winter.
